American Continent into the daily 
counsels of the great Powcr.s, and 
gives her a place among tho civilized 
nations of the old World.

MesBrs'Qlasis, EUiintt £ Co., tbo well 
.knowo maritie ca6le mtinnfacturers, 
were employed to construct the cable 
npod [the' most Improved method. 
Ihe leviatbaa steamship Great East- 
ern ^wftSkOhartered and started on the 
2Sd.of July^ laat year, on hor progres- 
' live errand iinder the brightest aus- 
pices."' With tho history of her voy- 
age and its failure, tho public are fa- 
miliar. Nothing daunted the same 
i^atoat hearted men were more detei- 
mined than ever to achieve the great- 
est soientific triumph ot modern tiroes. 
Another cable of a lighter and more 
flexible nature was ordered from tho

year and have brought us a porloct chain 
that will not again bo sovored. The re- 
joicings and (leiuoiiHlratioiiH whioli wo 
record olsowhero show that the poop lis of 
thiscoiniuuiiiiy are scnsiblcol'tho bless-. 
ingB that this niessonger of pence will 
confer; that in tho oioipiont words of 
the Hon. Daniel V. Tii inuiin, ilayor 
of Now York, to Hir \ValLer C.inieii, 
Mayor of London, during one of iho 
Inoid intervals ol tho first cable, "Ii 
is a triumph of Hcienoo and oiiorgy 
ever time and space, uniting inoro 
closely tho bonds ol iieaoo and eoiu- 
meroial prosperity — iiitrodiicing an 
era in tho world's hist(M'>' prognanl 
with results boyond tbo cuncojiiioii of 
a finite mind."

li^urope. 

The Nev/ York Abend Zeihmg snye the 
rejection of Napoleon's terms ia not lejs im- 
portant than the battle of Sudoa. Even 
liavuria, Sivabia, and Badeo woald prefer a 
uoited ivnd^poweiiral. Qermaoy nnder Praisia, 
to Qermany disunited and torn, ofTering a 
field fur tho neighboring nations as Napo- 
leon wishes it to bo. A Qarmnn lepDblio 
IS not now to be thought of, but Bismarck and 
tlia King having oouquored without being 
compelled to concedo anythlDg to the people; 
wo bolievo German entbusiaam will now be- 
come slrong, and Germany will be feared 
h's other natiODs. . Italy beoceforib ia out ol 
the game unless, indeed, she may prelet to 
conquer Venetia, rather than trade for it. 

New York, July 24— Tho Moscow Gazette 
of.Julyl^ih cunlains tho following highly 
importiuit announcement : 

" lJuasia does not desire any change in the 
present state of things. If Austria nud Prus- 
sia will consider Ihemselvos tools of the 
French, Russia can no longer depend on tbem 
as heretofore. Venetia witboot Rome would 
eonsiituie no progress for Italy. The sub- 
rnission of Austria to Franco is not advanta- 
"uoua but dangerous to European equilibrium, 
llio fupremucy of Prussia in Norlharn Gcr- 
mnny narrows lhat of Russia in the balance. 
Uuisiii wishes for peace, but does not sane- 
lion I'ruseiu'B efTorls to attain supremo 
power. England's iolereits may make her 
seeMn 'Blliaoce.with Fraiiae and Anstria on 
the Eastern qoestion, bat the diotatorsbip of 
Franco in Italy and Germany cannot meet 
her support. 

A Limberg despatch of the IStbsnys : The 
Russian soldiers on furlough have been called 
in. Kyery day military trains start from 
Warsaw to tho frontier of Silesia and Gal- 
licia. 

A Florence telegram of the 13th says : 
Austria informed Italy that an armistice on 
the basis of tbe oessionjof Venetia ia inadmis- 
sible. Italy in reply announced her resolu- 
lion to coutinua war without any relaxation. 

FloroDce papars publish the conditions 
for tho armistire slipulated by Prussia and 
Italy. Tho former power demands the ex- 
clusion of Austria from the Germanic Con- 
federation. This journal adds this was ad- 
mitted by France, v^bo nn.dertQok to obtain 
from the Vienna Cabinet the evacuation by 
Austria of the Aastrian proviocea occupied 
by Prussia during the armistice. The con- 
ditiuiia on tne part of Italy were the cession 
of VcMiotia and tho Italian portion of Lom- 
bardy direct Irom Austria to Italy without 
compensation, and on agreemeiit that Aus- 
tria should not raise the Roman question 
during tbe negotiations for peace. It ap- 
pears that these conditions have been found 
inadmissible at Yienoa and that Austria had 
resolved to try tbe fortune of war. ' 

Venice despatches eoy the Austrian forces 
in Vcoetio are being withdrawn from before 
the Italian army, but the fortresses were 
strongly garrisoned for tbe defence and supo 
pyrt ol the army. 

L'l France says the nttnck of tlio Italians 
Upon Venetia renders Prince Napoleon's 
mission futile and it has been abaodoocd. 

France is actively arming ; the iroo-clada 
are to be sent to Venice. 

The Prussians bave occnpied Pragne with 
a garrison of 8000 troops. 

Austria is making concessioDS to Hun- 
gary. She announoes ibat tbe oonscriplioo 
H suspended, and calls on tbe Huagarians to 
vuluuteer.

Suspicious Death at Jbrsev.— Tho Lon - 
don Weekhj Dispatch has Ihe following : 

Tho inhabilanis nf Jersey hove been startK 
ed within the last few days by a rumcr that 
a naval oOicei.- had boon poisoned at St. Au- 
bin's by a person who professes to bo a med- 
ical man, but who in reality is not one, in 
order that be might possess himself of tbo 
property of his victim.

IIo took up 
his aiiodu willi a higlily respectable unmarri'' 
oil woman, residing at .Market Hill, St, Au-- 
bin's. He was accompanied by another 
gentleman in tlie first instance, but on the 
arrival of his pago frem England, left tho 
former. There was then resident in the same 
house on individual who called himself Dr. 
Walters, and stated that ho belonged to 
Working, in Surrey. Ho bad been there 
aiuco August last, and was accompanied by 
his wile. l'j»cntiially there sprung up be 
Iwoen Captain Handley and Dr. Walters a 
close intimacy, which resulted in Ihe former 
placing himsell under tho care of tho latter. 
Up to this time Captain Handley, though 
in indiflerent health, walked about, and ap- 
peared to be in very good spitits. From 
some cause, however, a rapid change now 
took plaoe— snob a change, in fact, as did 
not cease till Capiain Handley closed bis 
earthly career. It seemed that the doctor 
fr( (jueiiied much Uio deceasedj gentlemen's 
apariinenl, and lliat they took relreshments 
togelluT — occasionally a little Schiedam — 
whieh U|ipeared to havo such an extraordin- 
ary eUtfct upon Captain Handley that he 
would lose the use of hia limbs and look 
frightiully strange. This was observed 
and remarked upon by both the land- 
lady (Miss Oram) and her servani. 
riiey frankly expressed (hemselvea to Dr 
Watters, who would instantly reply, " Oh, 
he is drunk," and on one occasion said, " 11 
ho is not drunk, he is mad." All this tended 
10 create suspicion, which was incroasotl by 
the lact that within a fow days of tho death 
of Captain Handley, on tho arrival of his 
sister Irom England, uertain rumors also 
found tl.eir way lo tho public ear tj 'l^e 
cflcot that Hundley was not only very iti, but i 
that there existed a strong objection on the ' 
part of tbe doctor to any other medical man 
being called in. Miss Handley, however, 
was not to be Ihus thwarted in bor natural 
and determined elTo,ts to save her brother, 
for eho persisted in another medical man 
being coiisulleli., Therefore Dr D.iwaon was 
called in. .He was in a complolo slate ol 
ugl lapse, very cold at tho eitremitios, and lie 
never tallied. The unfortunate gentleman 
died within twenty-four hours of Dr Duwsoo 
being called io. As it was auspeoted that 
tbo case was one of foul play, the relatives of 
deceased very properly resolved upon having 
a post-mortem examination, ami as f ooo as 
clii.s was decided upon i)r Walters siuldeiily 
disapiioared and has not .«ince been hoard 
of. Some ilelay occurred, but the body of the 
deeeaiod gentlemen was e.xhumed on Satur- 
day last (having been in tho ground exactly 
a week) and identified, and such other steps 
wero taken as were found neces.iary to render 
legal a mo.'it searohing investigation. 

On Monday an impiest was opened upnii 
tho body belore llui Deputy Viscount ( Thom- 
as Simon,) tho Soiieilor (Icneral for Jeisey 
(11 F Marett,) allendinu; uii bidiall ol Iho 
Croun, am! tlio Coii.italilu ol St Bredade's 
(Jo-liiii lirayn) iieling for the parish. The 
sitting occupied lour hours ; and at its close 
it was resolved lo have tliu slomaoh ol the 
de'ceasod and certain other portions of his 
body fiulijeeted to the seruliny of one ol the 
ablest of analytical clieinisls.
